WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
Senate probe has been told 
that someone in the 7 th Air 
Force filed d u al reports—one 
iru e, one false—abou t pre­ 
planned air strikes against 
North Vietnam. 
Sgt. Lonnie Franks told the 
Senate Armed Serv ices Com­ 
mittee Thu rsd ay that 
the 
false reports were wid ely 
circu lated , bu t that, as nearly 
as he cou ld d etermine, the 
tru e accou nt went only to 
“ ind iv id u als” at 7 th Air 
Force head qu arters. 
Franks, whose letter to a 
senator 
prompted 
the 
com m ittee’s 
closed -d oor 
inqu iry , was assigned at the 
time to an intelligence job 
with 
the 
342nd 
Recon­ 
naissance Wing at Ud orn, 
Thailand . 
Franks told newsmen he 
d id n’t know whether the 
reports reached any officers 
ranking higher than Gen. 
John D. Lav elle, the 7 th Air 
Force command er reliev ed of 
d u ties after d isclosu re of the 
strikes. 
In ord er for the raid s to be 
« tcu sed as “protectiv e-reac- 
tlon” strikes u nd er the air- 
war ru les, reports had to 
show that the pilots had been 
fired u pon or locked in on by 
enemy missile rad ar.

Jan. 
25 , 
Franks said , he wrote of 
grou nd fire when there had 
been none. 
Gen. Creighton W.Abrams, 
whose nomination as Army 
chief of staff has been held u p

reported ly has testified he 
was u naware of the ex act 
natu re of the raid s. 
S e v e r a l 
c om m i t t e e 
members hav e ex pressed the 
opinion » hat Lav elle stret­ 
ched the grou nd ru les to allow 
the step-u p in raid s. 
Franks said that, as far as 
he cou ld d etermine, the only 
clu e that someone bey ond the 
7th Air Force cou ld hav e had 
as to what was going on, from 
read ing the false reports, was 
that ‘‘the nu mber of missions 
ihcreased fantastically .” 
Twenty -eight of the raid s 
took place from Nov ember to 
March, before the intensified 
bombing of North Vietnam 
was ord ered by the White 
Hou se. 
Sen. Harold Hu ghes, D- 
Iowa, qu oted Abrams as 
telling the committee he had 
receiv ed no instru ctions to 
step u p the raid s.

The ju d ge also cited a 
preced ent ru ling on the law 
that said “ the right of an 
ind iv id u al u nd er the con­ 
stitu tion to acqu ire, possess 
and protect 
property

su perior to prov isions of this 
section of the law making it

Dale Roach, enforcement 
chief of the Ohio Div ision of 
Wild life, d isagreed with both 
interpretations.

As to the prev iou s d ecision 
u phold ing a citizen’s right to 
protect property , Roach said

Roach said he wou ld n’t “feel 
right in arresting someone 
l’or shooting

in 
Mad ison 
Cou nty 
when 
someone is poisoning a bu nch 
of them in Franklin Cou nty 
and getting away with it.” 
So he said his d epartment 
might rev iew the bird s law 
“and get them pu t on the pro 
tected game bird list.”

The Doctor Says 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Can you 
give me any inf ormat ion on 
wat er diabet es. I never heard 
of it unt il recent ly ( I have t he 
regular diabet es) and I am 
very int erest ed. Does it re­ 
quire t he sam e diet as t he 
regular 
dia­ 
bet es 
or 
a 
dif f erent one? 
Dear 
Reader — It ’ s 
an 
ent irely 
dif f erent 
disease 
f rom 
‘ ‘ sugar 
diabet es.” 
The 
kind 
of 
d ia b et es 
I 
presume you have is relat ed 
t o insuf f icent insulin t he 
mcreas and a high level of 
ilood 
sugar. 
The 
usual 
diabet ic, unless t he disease is 
cont rolled, loses a lot of sugar 
in t he urine. To f lush out t his 
excess sugar t he person will 
pass a lot of wat er. To replace 
t he wat er loss he has t o drink 
a lot of wat er. Thus t he 
t ypical uncont rolled diabet ic, 
whose disease is suf f icent ly 
advanced, drinks lot s of 
wat er 
and 
passes 
large 
volumes of urine f requent ly. 
Thèse t wo charact erist ics are 
similar t o wat er diabet es. 
The person wit h wat er 
diabet es has a def ect in a 
port ion of t he pit uit ary gland 
t hat rest s j ust beneat h t he 
brain. The gland normally 
produces hormone which 
prevent s t oo 
much 
wat er 
f rom being passed by t he 
kidneys. 
If 
insuf f icient 
amount s of t his hormone are 
produced, 
t hen 
t he 
usual 
cont rol t o prevent passing t oo 
much wat er f rom t he kidney 
is lost . So individuals wit h 
t his def ect will pass large 
volumes of urine f requent ly. 
They will also replace t heir 
wat er loss by drinking large 
am ount s 
of 
wat er. 
The 
sim ilarit y 
t o 
“ sugar 
diabet es” ends t here since it 
is not relat ed t o sugar in any 


way. As you would expect 
f rom t he above explanat ion, 
t hese individuals do not have 
t o go on a diabet ic diet in 
t erm s 
of 
carbohydrat e 
cont rol - nor are t hey helped 
wit h insulin or any ot her such 
medicines commonly used in 
pat ient s wit h sugar diabet es. 
Uusually t hey are given 
medicat ions t hat will help t he 
kidney cont rol t he wat er 
out put . 
Here is an int erest ing 
problem. There has been a lot 
of publicit y in recent years 
about t he dyslexic child, who 
has dif f icult y in reading and 
writ ing. There is an opposit e 
disorder, 
t he 
hyperlexic 
child. 
These 
children 
are 
compulsive readers and are 
able t o read wit hout every 
being t aught t o do so. Two- 
year- old youngst ers reading 
voluminous 
mat erial 
have 
been report ed. Despit e t heir 
great f acilit y in reading 
wit hout being inst ruct ed, 
t hey are ret arded and are 
said t o have brain damage. 
They 
don’ t 
j ust 
read 
children's books. They read 
newspapers and novels. How 
in t he world do t hey ever 
develop t his super capacit y t o 
read wit hout inst ruct ion? Do 
t hey inherit t heir reading 
capacit y? All of t his suggest s 
t hat t here may be more t o 
inherit ed knowledge t han has 
been suspect ed. It ’ s a very 
rare disorder, but in a way 
it ’ s ref reshing. It ’ s good t o 
know t hat t here are st ill a lot 
of int erest ing f acet s of lif e t o 
be solved.

The Olympics and the Future 


A totally policized Olympic Games has 
come to an ungrieved end in Munich, West 
Germ any. 
While the end of the 1972 version of the 
gam es was not an occasion to grieve, the 
closing ceremonies were 
m arked by a 
solemnity unmatched in Olympic history. 
Uppermost in the minds of those viewing 
closing events was the stinging memory of the 
Arab terrorist invasion of Israeli quarters 
and the resulting loss of life. Worldwide 
ramifications of that maniacal act perhaps 
are still to be felt. 


THE SHOCK, of bloody terrorism sent new 
reverberations around the globe and un­ 
derscored mankind’s tenuous grip on security 
of any sort. 
The 
bloodletting 
was 
the 
epitone 
of 
desecration of the Olympic spirit and civilized 
conduct of m an. but the face is ram pant 
political overtones would have left an in­ 
delible stain on the 1972 gam es had the 
terrorists not perpetrated their infamy. 
The future of the Olympic games is very 
much in question. 
This has come about because of today’s 
overt use of the international competition as a 
political forum. 
Lyman Bingham, form er excutive director 
of the U.S. Olympic Committee, in 1964 
reminded Americans that the Olympic gam es 
are “ not a contest between nations but bet­ 
ween individuals.” 
Yet. the medal race between the United 
States and the Soviet Union has been m ade 
into a big thing. 
In the Odyssey, Homer expressed the 
prevailing view of the Greeks: “There is no 
greater glory for a man as he lives than that 
which he wins by his own hands and feet.” . 
Olympic accomplishment by men and 
wom en 
today 
is 
overshadow ed 
by 
nationalism, squabbling over unfair judging 
and the scoring of points for one ideology over 
another. 
In 1952 when the Soviet Union entered 
Olympic competition, the American-Russian 
rivalry was born. At the completion of the 
games, Avery Brundage, who retired this 
year as 
president 
of 
the 
International 
Olympic Committee said: “ If this becomes a 
gaint contest between two great nations rich 


in talent and resources, the spirit of the 
Olympics will be destroyed.” 
Has the ongoing struggle between the two 
superpowers plus the individual protests by 
competitors, the biased judging and barring 
of nations on political grounds destroyed the 
Olympic spirit? 
Maybe it has . And if so, what can be done to 
restore it? 
We don’t have pat answ ers—they don’t 
exist.But we do have some thoughts on some 
m atters that are going to be subjected to 
scrutiny during the next.four years if the 
Olympics are to continue in a spirit deserving 
the support of the people of the world. 
Olympic com m ittees in individual countries 
and the international com m ittee m ust use the 
upcoming years to add a new m easure of 
fairness to judging; to develop maximum 
security for athletes; 
to avoid political 
decisions like that involving Rhodesia and to 
place m ore stress on individual achievement. 
Am erica’s protesting black athletes could 
gain from heeding the advice of Jesse Owens 
who suggest they look at the m akeup of other 
team s and see how they are doing in the 
discrimination departm ent. 
Am erica’s black athlete speaks eloquently 
in the Olympic forum by earning his medal 
with his speed, his stam ina, his desire. 


JESSE OWENS, m ade a statem ent in 
Berlin in 1936 that has echoed across the 
years, and he did it with ability, grace and 
agility. And there were nine other black men 
on that team saying their piece without 
raising a fist in the face of Hitler, the 
champion of Aryan superiority. Other black 
Americans have put across their message to 
the world in sim ilar fashion through the 
years. 
And Am erica as a whole needs to m ake up 
its mind whether the Olmupics are to be the 
classic competition between men and women 
who have trained and sacrificed for a chance 
to be the best in their specialty, or an in­ 
ternational political forum where athletic 
achievem ent is secondary. 
In the year 394 A.D.., the Olympic Games 
were abolished because of a corruption of the 
spirit of the events. It was nearly 1,500 years 
before the Olympic flam e was relighted. 
Will history now repeat? 
Why Hoffa Couldn't Go

. WASHINGTON—There has 
been criticism in government 
circles over the handling of 
Jim m y Hoffa’s trip to Hanoi,

said. “How does it sound to 
you, Henry?” 
Henry Kissinger replied,

someone suggested. 
“We’ll leak the story that the 
President is paroling Hoffa so 
the Teamsters will support 
the Republicans during the 
election year. No one will 
know the real reason is so he 
can go to Hanoi.” 


A CALL WAS PUT IN TO 
the attorney general, who 
said it would be no problem to 
parole Hoffa, but he raised 
the question as to how Hoffa 
coula get a passport to leave 
the country. 
“ We never 
thought of 
that,” 
a 
White 
House 
assistant said. “We’ll have to 
inform 
Bill 
Rogers, 
the 
secretary of state, of our 
plans.” 
“ A b s o l u t e l y 
n o t , ” 
Kissinger said. “If we tell 
Rogers about this, w e’ll be 
setting a bad precedent. He’ll 
want to know about other 
things we’re planning to do in 
foreign affairs, which are 
none of his business.” 
“Henry’s right,” a White 
House staffer said. “If we 
clue in Rogers on this, he’ll be 
coming around all the time 
wanting to know what we’re 
cooking up. A little knowl­ 
edge for a secretary of state 
is a dangerous thing.” 


THE PRESIDENT asked, 
“Why can’t Hoffa just go 
down to the passport office 


and apply for a passport 
without Bill knowing about 
it?” 
“Good thinking, Mr. Presi­ 
dent,” John Ehrlichman, his 
special assistant, said. 


• The m achinery was put into 
motion. Justice got Hoffa his 
parole, Kissinger told the 
North Vietnamese Hoffa was 
coming and the White House 
press office prepared an an­ 
nouncem ent rev ealin g the 
P re sid e n t’s 1,987th sec ret 
plan to get us out of Vietnam. 


But somebody goofed, and 
the announcement was made 
before Hoffa took off for his 
mission. 


B EC A U SE

The President was urged to 
overrule Rogers but decided

With only 
a 34 per cent lead in the polls, 
Nixon couldn’t afford this, so 
he reluctantly denied he knew 
anything about Hoffa’s trip. 
It was a great blow to Hof­ 
fa, not to mention the White 
House.

plan to get us out of Vietnam.

Paired Singles Visit 
Marriage Counselors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
You don’t hav e to b e m arried 
to seek out a m arriage 
counselor. 
From Boston to Bev erly 
Hills, psychiatrists and coun­ 
selors say that within the past 
year unmarried couples hav e 
b een b eating a track to their 
doors in unprecedented num­ 
b ers. 
“The principal reason they 
come is that most people who 
liv e 
together 
b ecome 
em otionally inv olv ed and 
don’t know how to b reak up,’’ 
said Jarle Brors, founder of 
the Institute of Marriage and 
Fam ily 
Relations 
in 
Washington. 
Brors was among more 
than 
two 
dozen 
fam ily 
counselors questioned in a 
surv ey of sev en metropolitan 
a re a s—A tlanta, 
Boston, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, New 
York, St. Louis and Wash­ 
ington. All said their prac­ 
tices now include unmarried 
couples who liv e together. 
"The understanding when 
they liv e together is that 
they’re free,” Brors said. 
“But it doesn’t usually work 
that way. It’s not much dif­ 
ferent from m arriage except 
that in one case they hav e a 
ring and in one they don’t.” 
One counselor gav e this ex­ 
am ple of an unm arried 
couple that sought his adv ice: 
Peter and Pat, two college 
students from New York, had 
b een liv ing together ab out a 
year. “Peter insisted he lov ed 
Pal 
and considered their 
relationship permanent, b ut 
he was not ready to get 
m arried. Pat was. After 


numerous arguments, they 
went to a family counselor. 
After four sessions, they split 
up. 
“ II b ecam e clear that 
neither of them felt com­ 
fortab le 
together,” 
the 
counselor said. “After the 
first session it came out that 
he did what he damn well 
pleased, and she felt used, 
that it was nothing more than 
a conv enience for him.”

The Commerce D epart­ 
ment considers it possib le 
that US. exports to Russia 
may reach or exceed $800 
million this year, fiv e times 
the 1971 lev el. 
The forecast of an early 
trade 
agreem ent, 
m ade 
jointly b y the White House 
and the Kremlin Thursday, 
coincided with reports of 
multib illion-dollar industrial 
deals 
b rewing 
with 
the 
Russians and historic wheat 
sales to China. 
Meantime, a congressional 
hearing explored Democratic 
allegations that the Nixon ad­ 
ministration let wheat ex­
